The 75-year-old patriarch, Sam- 
uel D. Hochstettler, was arrested 
by Sheriff Luther W. Yoder and 
charged with assault and battery 
after neighbors had reported the 
daughter's imprisonment. 


Yoder said Hochstettler readily 
admitted having kept his daughter 
imprisoned in the belief she was 
demented. Neighbors said she 
had attempted to leave the Amish 
Chureh during her teens. 

When he went to the Hoch- 
stettler farm home Wednesday, 
Yoder said, the Bishop, father of 
four daughters and two sons, led 
him to an unventilated and un- 
lighted room where he found the 
daughter, Lucy, chained to a bed. 
She had been tied for seven 
years and had worr chains for 
the past three years, he said 

Her wrists were grooved from 
the chains, her hair was matted 
and she stared blankly, Yoder 
saic. 

Hochstettler deniec he had done 
any wrong, Yoder said, but assert- 
ed he had dealt with her in ac 
cordance with the customs of the 
old-order Amish—a strict religious 
sect whose members reject all 
modern comveniences. and do not 
believe in public institutiéns. 

Yoder said that the daughter 
would be given a sanity hearing 
and if she were demented would 
be confined to a State asylum. 

Neighbors said Lucy was nor- 
mal when she left school at the 
age of 16. She desired to leave 
the Amish Church and the farm 
where her great-grandfather had 
pioneered, they said. 

They said her father began con- 
fining her to one room and finally 
began tying her to the bed with

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Soviet Grab Policy Leading to War, 
Says Bevin European Alliance Plea 


LONDON, Friday, Jan. 23—(UP)—Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin told Commons Thurs- 
dav that Russia is trying to force its rule upon the whole of Europe and thus is “inevit- 


ably” leading the world into another war. 


In a historic 90-minute speech 
he disclosed that Britain has ap- 
ed Belgium, Holland and 
xembourg, with the idea of 
bringing them into the 50-year al 
liance that exists between Britain 
and France. 

Looking ahead, Bevin said, “I 
believe the time is ripe for con- 
golidation of Western Europe.” 

A dispatch from Paris said the 
French and British Governments, 
working together, had already sug- 
gested to Holland, Belgium, and 
Luxembourg, that they begin ne- 
gotiations.

farshall might impress you as be- 
ing stern and sober-minded, In 
person, he’s not that way at all. 

One gets the impression from 
seeing and hearing the Secretary 
talk that he is a warm-hearted, in- 
tensely sincere man. And a man 
with a rare sense of humor, 

This sense of humor seems to be 
always with him. For example, 
following his address Thursday at 
the Biltmore, he was asked to clear 
up a rumor that had become wide- 
spread during the day. The ruomr 
was that Marshall had said, in an 
interview at Municipal Airport, 
that Hitler was still alive.

Doris H. Wesley, School Principal, 
informed Dr. Mark A. Smith, Bibb 
County School Superintendent, 
that 130 pupils were kept home by 
their parents and 56 more’ became 
ili during the morning. 

Beall said Dr. Cary has called 
the State Health Department in 
Atlanta, and two laboratory ex- 
perts are due here for extensive 
tests at the school. 

“We are suspecting everything,” 
Beal] declared, but he added that 
department officials do not believe 
the illness to be a result of negli- 
gence, since the school cafeteria 
has had an-excellent record in the 
past. 

Reports from parents indicated 
that the illness is characterized by 
sudden stomach ‘cramps, with nau- 
sea. Vomiting and diarrhea.

Re-Emphasizing the Two-Party Need 


Gov. Fielding Wright’s suggestion that 
the South secede from the Democratic 
Party if national leaders persist in objec- 
tionable legislative aims no doubt. has 
struck a responsive chord in the hearts 
of a great many Southerners. 


Referring specifically to Democratic 
proposals for a national Fair Employment 
Practices Commission and anti-lynching, 
anti-poll tax and anti-segregation legisla- 
tion, Mississippi’s Governor declared such 
measures would wreck the South and its 
institutions. 


The South, he declared, no longer will 
tolerate being the target for laws “which 
would not only destroy our way 6f life, 
but which, if enacted, would eventually 
destroy the United States. I would regret 
to see the day come when Mississippi or 
the South should break with the Demo- 
cratic Party in a national election, but 
vital principles and eternal truths trans- 
cend party lines, and the day is now at 
hand when determined action must be 
taken.”

Those are strong words for a Southern 
politician to utter. That they are sincere, 
and that a great deal of truth is contained 
in them, cannot be denied. 

It is not surprising, however, that Act- 
ing Gov. Thompson, Reps. Davis and Pres- 
ton and others immediately decried Gov. 
Wright's suggestion. For in Georgia, as 
in the rest of the South, the connotation 
of “bolter” long has meant the kiss of 
death for political aspirants. 


Truthfully, the South, through blind 
prejudice and willingness to vote for any- 
thing or any candidate with a Democratic 
label attached, has worked itself into its 
‘present unenviable position. We are, so to 
speak, a set-up for the Demotratic Party. 
And we still offer no hope for the Republi- 
cans, despite the beginning of a trend 
which ultimately may lead to the two- 
party system here. 

The Constitution long has recognizéd 

the dilemma facing the South. Our owr? 
Demog¢ratic Party, sure of the South’s vote, 
lays national stress on issues which are 
contrary to the good of our region. The 
Republicans, having nothing to lose, vie 
equally for the fringe vote. The South ‘is 
left astraddle of a predicament that is, to 
a large extent, of its own making. 
, Being a champion of the Democratic 
Party, The Constitution does not advocate 
wholesale withdrawal from that party. 
But we would like to see a considerable 
number of Southerners and Southern po- 
litical leaders cast their ‘allegiance else- 
where. There being no acceptable third 
party, so the Republican would be the 
logical choice. 

Republicans, of course, advocate the 
very measures Gov. Wright and Southern- 
ers generally despise. But if the South 
could swing its weight more equally be- 
tween the two parties it then would be in 
position to exercise a sort of veto power on 
those proposals. Until that time comes, 
this region can expect to continue being 
the scapegoat of both parties.

r Medical Schools 
Are Feeling Sick 


There are approximately 80 medical schools 

in the Wnited States. 
setter Of that number only 22,are not in financial 
distress of one degree or another. 


Of these 22 all but six are State supported or heavily endowed, 
and they are not able to expand the size of their classes. To ex- 
pand any one medical class beyond about 65 members requires 
almost doubling the equipment if all are to be given adequate and 
thorough training. ’ 


No one wants poorly trained doctors to be called in by an in- 
nocént public. ° 

Therefore, all the hue and cry about admitting more and more 
members to medical schools must take into consideration tha 
simple fact—crowded classes, lacking adequate instruction om 
enough training in dissection and other necessary clinical phases 
of medicine will mean more doctors, but it also will mean more 
poor doctors. 

There are already enough of them. 

y The medical profession itself will admit, privately, that it 
shudders and griéves mightily whenever it sees some of its mem- 
bers setting forth to treat, or operate on, a patient. 

We want more doctors. But we don’t want more sorry, ignorant 
doctors. ; 
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Practice — my favorite stories is that of the parents who 
“We will never forget Dr. Jim. When our boy was dying 
he never left his bedside. He sat right there with us to the end.” 
The fact was their son died of a ruptured appendix, and Dr. 
Jim was too poorly trained to know it. He did sit there in sincere 
sympathy to the end when a trained man would have got the boy 
to a hospital and likely saved him. 

The smaller towns and the rural counties are, in some numbers, 
taking advantage of the available Federal assistance and building 
hospitals. 

This will attract doctors. 

It is not alone the fact that many rural areas do not offer much 
of a livelihood that accounts for a lack of doctors. No trained 
physician can, in good conscience, practice where he does not 
have available a hospital and laboratory facilities. It is not fair 
to his sick for him to do so. 

There is a great need for the general practitioner. This fact 
the nation now realizes. But there is no intention to make of him 
a man who has to practice without modern, scientific aids. Nor 
should there be any such desire from any community. 


Costs It costs today about $4,000 a year to educate a young man 
or woman to be a good physician. 

The average tuition to medical schools is about $500. 

This: accounts for the fact, as stated at the beginning of this 
article, that most medical schools are in financial distress. 

The uninformed, seeing the shortage of doctors, cry out for 
more men in medical schools. 

But medical schools, already operating in distress, cannot 
teach more without greatly exaggerating their present distress. 
Adding more students, at $500 each, whose training costs four to 
five thousand, with the necessity of adding more teachers and 
more physical equipment, isnt’ the entiree naswer by any means. 


Error State Legislatures, which threaten their medical schools 

with withholding appropriations unless more students are 
taken in, are opening the way for a lot of butchering of innocent 
people and a rise in the death rate of the future. 

Fortunate is the poor State which has no medical school. West 
Virginia, for example, contracts to send its students *to Richmond. 
This assists Richmond Medical College to be a better one and it 
keeps the West Virginia school budget in good shape. 

A number of private institutions seriously are considering aban- 
doning their medical schools because of the financial drain involved. 
involved, 

Only the six or eight heavily endowed medical schools of the 
nation are operating without worried looks at the audit. 

Starting a first-rate medical school today is virtually an impossi- 
bility unless a State is rich enough, and willing enough, to pour 
into it the necessary funds and to keep pouring them through the 
years. 

What does it add up to?

Demand Just this—I think. There has never been such a de- 

mand for medical services as now exists. The medical 
profession, in opposing socialized medicine, for years made the 
grievous error so often made by persons desiring to eliminate the 
demagogue from politics. They ignored this demand by the people. 
There*is no need for socialized medicine, within the meaning of 
the phrase. But there is every need for the availability of medical 
and hospital care for the average person, and the medical profession, 
which properly wants to keep its standards of educgtion and prac- 
tice high, is practically assuring the development of socialized medi- 
cine if it does not push through a program which will meet that 
deman‘ and retain the framework of private practice. 

The people are going to get medical service by ruining the 
medical schools through over-expansion of class rooms, or they are 
going to get it from the adequately trained who will make them- 
selves and hospitals available.

GOP Campaign 
Begins in Earnest 


WASHINGTON—Now that Gov. Thomas E. 

. Dewey has formally entered his name in the Re 

& publican Presidential contest we may expect the 
campaign for the nomination to g@t under way in real earnegg. 

In addition to the New York Governor, the list now includes Sen. 
Robert A. Taft, of Ohio; former Gov. Harold E, Stassen, of Minne 
sota: Gov. Earl Warren, of California, and—with some qualification 
—Gen. Dwight Eisenhower and Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 

The two military leaders are looked upon as candidates to the 
extent that their names have been filed in the preferential primaries 
of some of the states and they have taken no steps to have them 
withdrawn. 

Before the convention meets next June still others may be ex- 
pected to enter the list as either avowed or favorite sons contenders. 
Two in particular may be mentioned-—Speaker of the House Joe 
Martin, of Massachusetts, and Sen. Edward Martin, of Pennsylvania. 

Yet another name not to be ignored is Sen. Arthur 
Dark Horse H. Vandenberg, of Michigan. While he has an 
nounced that he is not a candidate and has asked his State not te 
present him as a candidate to the convention, he has not said he 
would refuse the nomination if it is offered. He is certain to figure 
in the proceedings, if a deadlock develops. 

Governor Dewey, of course, has been regarded as a candidate all 
along. He has been aggressively but privately seeking the nomina- 
tion for some time. 

What is interesting about his open entry into the contest is that 
it represents a reversal of the tactics he had evidently planned to 
pursue. Several times in recent months it had been stated authori- 
tatively at Albany that he would not become an avowed aspirant. 

He won the nomination by acclamation four years ago without 
ever declaring himself a candidate. It had been his purpose to play 
the same game this year. Because of that, some of his foes had 
started calling him the “Mr. Hush” of politics. 

In reversing his tactics Governor Dewey must have seer the ne- 
cessity for going out and making an active personal campaign, if 
he is to succeed this time. He could not do that very well without 
formally acknowledging his candidacy. 

Battle Reports have been going the rounds for some time of 
the New York Governor’s candidacy slipping. Dewey 

tends to verify these by his sudden decision to come out into the 

open. What he has done appears to carry a confession of weakness. 

But whatever may have caused him to change his methods, a free 
for-all battle over the GOP nomination is now an early prospect. 

Senator Taft is expected to take to the road against Dewey in a 
speaking tour starting at Chivago Feb. 9. Governor Stassen is sched- 
uled to open up on him even before then. 

Stassen already has taken several indirect shots at Dewey, call- 
ing him a “me too” politician and accusing him of “coyness and 
clever evasion.” 

Moreover, Dewey goes up against Stassen and his two military 
rivals in some of the early State preferential primaries. One of 
these will be in New Hampshire on March 9, where both Stassen 
and General Eisenhower have been entered. Another will be in 
Wisconsin on April 26, with Stassen and General MacArthur com- 
peting against him. 

The New York Governor probably felt he could not afford to 
leave matters to chance in these two crucial primaries. With so 
much opposition centered on,him, he will need to go into the states 
personally to hold his forces in line. 

The outcome of these early primaries may have an important 
effect on the GOP contest. If Dewey should be bowled over in 
both, for example, his candidacy would be definitely on the down- 
grade. On the otHer hand, if he should beat both Stassen and the 
two military figures in these State contests, his own candidacy would 


be given a tremendous boost. 
Effect To show the effect of these early primaries, the late Wen- 
dell L. Willkie withdrew from the race four years ago 
after being decisively defeated by Dewey in the Wisconsin balloting. 
The Dewey change in strategy at least promises a much more 
spirited fight over the GOP nomination. He is something of a slygger 
himself when it comes to politics, and the only assumption is that he 
will be out slugging from now on to gain the party prize. 
Another thing that may have influenced his decision is the third 
party candidacy announced by Henry A.* Wallace.

There is a ferment, social, economic and po- 
litical, of which some political leaders do not 
geerm fully aware. 

It is not going to be intimated here, as to the 
first point, that the generation which came out of 
World War II is entirely different from that 
which came from World War I, or that there is 
an entirely new breed. Human nature does not 
change so radically. Yet there seem to be dif- 
ferences that may be important in political cal- 
eulations. 

This is aparent to anyone who returned to 
ecllege as a student after World War I and who 
has had any contact with college students today, 
especially veterans. The penetrating questions 
asked by college students today about public af- 
fairs were net in the thoughts of college students 
generally after the other world war. Then there 
were disillusion and cynicism which was nurtured 
tn bitter novels and plays, both about war ex- 
periences and about attitudes in the postwar 

iod. Today there is hope, and a spirit of quest, 
and a belief in action to do something about things. 


The past war, too, was on a far more 
gigantic scale. It sent young Americans 
all over the world and there were 14 mil- 
lien in service as compared with four mil- 
lien in the other war. Furthermore, there 
are far more veterans going to college, 
thanks to a generous government. There 
are twe million in colleges today. They are 
reported generally to be serious students, 
there for a purpose, and many of them 
are enlisting in one sort of organization 
er another. 


Millions of young people will vote in a Presi- 
dential election this year for the first time. They 
will divide into political parties, some resignedly 
‘and automatically following the family. But 
many will not do so without asking some rather 
pointed questions first. 

The interest already indicated among stu- 
dents in Henry Wallace, whether it wears long 
or not, shows that there is nothing orthodox 
ebeut this generation. It does not have the po- 
tical inhibitions or traditions upon which the 
old-fashioned politician counted so heavily as he 
thumbed through his precinct rolls. After all, 
the only President many of these youth remem- 


ber before Harry Truman is Franklin D. Roose- 
Velt, and he was not exactly orthodox. It is not 
without meaning that Henry Wallace clings 
to FDR. : 

Important, too, is the growing trend to or- 
ganization of the older generation for political 
action of a different sort. PCA claims 100,000 
members. Whether or not that is exaggerated, 
it is numerous and active and in a way some- 
what unusual for an organization with its sort 
of program. It is only one of many such organi- 
zations, local and national, and how busy they 
are can be testified by any city editor’s daily 
assignment sheet. 


This is not brand-new, of course, only 
more extensive. People have become in- 
creasingly conscious of government and the 
influences .which shape it. That education 
began on a big scale during the New Deal 
with agencies in every community to meet 
depression needs. During the war, govern- 
ment went into every home. From this 
experience people learned not only the 
processes of government, but how to or- 
ganize to effect them. This is reflected to- 
day. For example, in organized activity on 
price and rent controls. 


Mr. Wallace derives some benefit from all 
this, because he is questioning policies and pro- 
grams of the two major parties and, in some 
cases, their failure act. Smart politicians in 
the two old partief will catch on to this, per- 
haps, as the campaign develops.

A New Yorker 
Speaks His Mind

NEW YORK, Jan. 22—The talk shifted 
suddenly from Carnegie’s peplums, and in 
the silence that marked the shift, a New Yorker spoke. 
He was a tall, lean man with a gray, aristocrati¢ face, 
and he held a black derby in his hand, indolently. 

He brushed the newspaper women with a cynical gaze. 

“We're buying a costly Marshall Plan,” he said. 

“I just wonder if you newspaper people know what 

that means?” Then he told us what he wanted us 

to think, about that and a lot of other things as well. 
He told us he was a Republican, of course, and there 
was a_murmur of approval from sectors of the room. He 
said: he was a lawyer, a party politician, who had just 
come back from accompanying the Foreign Relations Com- 
mission to Europe. That qualified him, and we listened. 


Simply Political 

The Marshall Plan, he snapped, is not humane at all, 
simply political ... an attempt to buy friendship and to 
make Europe the battleground for the next war. Russia 
loves the idea. Enjoys thinking of America whirling into 
high-speed production, and higher inflation through huge 
exports, and knowing that when we are utterly weary of 
both, in a year or so, it will soften our workers in America. 

“Meanwhile,” he said, “ they’ll keep things stirred 
up. There won’t be any peace anywhere. What we 
ought to do is stay in charge in Greece and the fuse- 
box countries, atid keep the atom bomb ready.” 
Then he said that we were misstating our Stalin fear 

by calling it Communism. “That’s the modus operandi, 
the come-on, the gimmick,” he said, “but actually Com- 
munism died with Lenin and Trotsky! We are fighting 
Russian imperialism, and we ought to call it that!” 

We questioned him about the Republican Presidential 
plans. ewey, he said, is in the bag. Nobody likes him 
much, he admitted, but “the money is on the line.” Stassen 
... popular, yes, but young, with no party discipline. Too 
much like Willkie. A man of the people type.” 

“What's wrong with men of the people?” some 
woman demanded. “Isn’t that the democratic prin- 
ciple?” 

He shot a bitter barb in her direction. 


Can‘t Trust People 

“The people?” he repeated. “You can’t trust the peo- 
ple; look what happens when the people run things! Look 
at Alabama now and look at Georgia a year or SO ago. 
Phe people will vote for anybody that appeals to their 
ignorance and meets their level of humor. 

“Roosevelt stirred up all this ‘rule by the people’ 
theory. Ruined the country, too. Believe me, our 
founding fathers intended our Government to be run 
by an oligarchy, a kind of benevolent, but firm, ruling 
class. That’s Stassen’s tfouble. No party discipline.” 
A flash of conversation earlier in the week came back 

to me. 

I was talking to an Italian doctor. ‘How do you fee! 
in Georgia without two Governors?” he asked. “Very 
lonesome,” I answered, joking. He nodded his head. “That 
will be taken care of, I feel sure,” he said. “I trust the 
people of Georgia.” He turned away, then walked back. 
“Democracy,” he said, wryly, “is a very good thing to 
export!” 

Such disillusioning talk may not express the mood 
of New York, where there is certainly freedom of 
speech, and often independence of thinking. 

In a city where the true aristocrat is the man who 
is recognized by the most headwaiters, talk is dished out 
in unlikely places. You may not be able to overhear 
much, but you can pick up a lot of doing what Polly 
Daffrog, of Richmond, Va., radio fame, calls “over-listen- 
ing.”

The ones who 
wish to imply they are close to it call it “video.” Every- 
body has a story about what it has done for some family 
or some home. You hear of youngsters giving up street 
corner rendezvous to gather with friends in front of 
someone's television screen, and someone told recently 
of an old lady acquaintance who sat out a period of deep 
mourning at her own fireside, watching boxing matches 
which she loved and called elegantly, “an exchange of 
unpleasantries.”

Good Posture for Small Fry

Will your child be a posture problem? 


She need not be. An 


ounce of prevention in early childhood can eliminate countless, 
weary “for heaven’s sake hold your shoulders back’ admonitions 


later on. 

So many mothers overlook 
posture until the awkward age, 
then suddenly become _  con- 
cerned and write for advice on 
how to get Mary to stand up 
straight. That’s a little late. 
Good posture—the use of all 
parts of the body w&h proper 
balance, ease and grace—doesn’t 
develop overnight. The habit is 
learned gradually. How well it 
is learned depends largely on 
the strength of the muscles that 
hold the body erect, so first let’s 
look at this from the general 
health aspect. 

There is usually a close rela- 
tion between health and pos- 
ture. Any mother who is wor- 
ried about her child’s posture 
should see a physician, for poor 
posture often reflects faulty nu- 
trition and overfatigue. The 
doctor may recommend more 
attention to the foods that help 
build bone and muscle—milk, 
fruit, green vegetables, eggs and 
meat—together with a rest pe- 
riod before lunch and dinner. 

The U. S. Children’s Bureau 
in an excellertt pamphlet, “Good 
Posture in the Little Child,” says 
that if a child is to learn the 
habit of holding his body cor- 
rectly he must not only gain 
all-around development through 
varied outdoor play, but must 
also strengthen the abdomen, 
the buttocks, the shoulders and 
upper trunk, and certain leg 
muscles that hold the feet in 
good position. Play-games 
which strengthen these muscles 
are described. Here are a few 
for children from 2 to 6 years 
of age... it’s never too early 
to learn. 

Roly-Poly—Helps to counter- 
act swayback and make the 
spine flexible. The roly-poly 


is a tumbling man who cannot 
be upset. To imitate him the 
children lie on the floor with 
hands clasping their ankles, 
knees drawn up over their 
chests, Each _roly-poly 
back and forth from lying to 
sitting position and from side to 
side, It’s fun. 

Reaching for Balloons—Any 
uplifting movement is all to 
the good. Each child first 
blows up own toy balloon. Then 
all toss balloons high overhead. 
The game’s object is to see how 
long the balloons can be kept in 
the air. To keep the balloons 
up, the children must reach and 
stretch up over and over again, 
sometimes using the right hand, 
sometimes the left. Children 
love this game. 

Scissors—Strengthens abdomi- 
nal museles. Each child sits 
with back against the Wall, legs 
straight out in front, knees 
straight. Child’s legs are sup- 
posed to be the blades of scis- 
sors. Hips, back, shoulders and 
head all touch the wall. First 
the child raises the left leg and 
lowers it, then the right leg. 
Head and lower part of back 
must touch wall all through the 
game, which is done to a 
rhyme: 


Here are great big scissors, 
They go snip, snip, snip. ... 


These and many other exer- 
cise games which appeal to the 
child’s imagination and love of 
imitation are in this helpful pam- 
phiet.. For 5’cents you can get 
a copy from the Superintend- 
ent of Documents, U. S. Gov- 
ernment Printing Office, Wash- 
ington,.D. C. And with the exer- 
cises are jingles to repeat as a 
child romps through them.

American Federation of Labor, proposed a longer work week with 
overtime pay to halt new wage demands and thus ease inflationary 


pressures 

But he warned in submitting 
the plan to the Senate Banking 
Committee that it will not work 
tniess Congress also enacts an “ef- 
fective program” to check price 
rises. 


He said he would be prepared 
to seek management-labor agree- 
Ments on a longer work week if 
Congress strengthens rent con- 
trols, curbs installment buying 
and enacts other AFL-sponsored 
@nti-inflation curbs. 


President Truman, meantime, 
ridiculed a suggestioon by Pres, 
Charlies E. Wilson, of General Mo- 
tors, that the nation adopt a 45- 
hour work week—at straight time 
pay. He told his news conference 
that the motor magnate still seems 
to be living in, horse-and-buggy 
days. 

Gfeen’s formula did not come 
@p for discussion. It provides 
specifically that labor and man- 
agement, by mutual agreement, 
add another full hour daily to ex- 
isting work schedules, with the 


extra time to be paid for at pre- 


vailing overtime rates. 

Chairman Tobey, Republican, 
New Hampshire, said he saw no 
need for legislatiom and suggested 
the program be put into effect at 
once. 

‘Green argued a necommendation 
by Congress would make for wider 


acceptance, but he also asserted it 


‘tical recommendation of the ways 
in which employers and workers 
could jointly make a contribution 
to the anti-inflation fight.” If 
adopted, he said, it should help to 
“achieve stability” of the national 
economy. 

Reviewing Mr. Truman’s anti- 
inflation proposals which, for the 
most part, have been pigeon-holed, 
Green gave the AFL’s outright or 
qualified indorsement of all of 
them except last resort power to 
control wages. 

He said wage control was “un 
realistic and bound to prove thor- 
oughly unworkable.” 

Mentioning meat only, he said 
some form of consumer rationing 
was a “temporary but extremely 
urgent” necessity. As for price 
controls, he said, authority to im- 
pose ceilings on “specified com.- 
modities” was needed as a last 
resort,
